How to Improve Pot Roast. 
When the meat comes from market 
there Is usually a quantity of seeming 
ly sujierfluous fat with It. Do not cut 
this off for renderlnt; pur(K)ses, but 
make use of It In the following man- 
ner: First, cut the fat Into strips 
about one-h.alf by one Inch In thick 
nesa. Make Incisions In the lean por 
tlons of the meat about two Inches 
apart. Plve or sl.\ of these in a sev- 
en-pound roa-tit will be sulQrlent In- 
sert the strlp.K of fat In these holes 
and trim the jirotriidlnK portion even 
with the surface.

Pur- 
ttaennore, the preparation of the land 
trior to seeding the alfalf* and the 
treatment In the way of top dresaing

In actual practice, then, alfalfa im- 
proves good land, but cannot be con- 
sidersd in eoaneetion with poor land.

It to Bueh better 
to apead a few dollan far grala. aad 
house feed our aniaato longer thaa 
to dspoae them to the cold blaate of 
tato Winter and early sprtBg. gonad 
poMr dietotes thta aad haatanity alao. 

Lice seem to be more troublesome 
during the spring when the farm aai- 
mats are kept insi^ nntit warn 
weather comes than at any other time 
dnrlag the year, and as soea aa aa an- 
llHi la discovered to be loasy, the lloe 
ahOBld he destroyed at oaea. 

Wtrbave fonad a strong deeoetion 
of tobacco an excellent wash for the 
pvrpoae of destroying lloe, but during 
recent years we have been using a mix- 
ture of crude oil and crude carbolic 
add. and flad that thto doea tho work 
la a very thorough aad e>aot}vo maa- 
ner. 

Oa tho cattle we supply It with a 
hand sprayer, but for the hoga we pre- 
fer to use a brush or to saturate a few 
gunny sacks or old blankets and wind 
them around a post in the hog yarda 
and allow the hogs to make their tol- 
'leu by rubbing against these posto.

This method, nrcord- 
Ing to Southom A^rlc iltun- is not 
often pruciieable, howevr I'nie.sKthe 
hud priicilce i» followed of holding it 
throueh ih" suiiiiii'T but little manure 
is on baud 111 Ih'- fall and the rj. h of 
work at that lime often makes it im 
possible to haul It out then. 

Through the sunimor and at other 
sfiasons il may be desirable to spread 
luanuro on meadow or pasture land 
and allow it to He for a year, or for 
years, before plowing. This Is more 
wasteful than where the land can be 
plowKd reasonably .'^oon, but convo- 
nienco or the ne. d nf a l a.sture or ol 
a meadow that shjuld i-i.iiid a.-mliier 
year or two may. a:.d ofiin doen, 
Justify the practice. It ^ll.llll(l ii;- 
applied at a time when the gia.'^ri i^i 
growing, or near such time, us the 
loas of nitrogen will be less th< i' 
Sometimes disking and harrowing he 
land at the time will be a good iirac- 
tlce. This will help work the manure 
Into the soil, will cultivate the land 
and will make a aeed bed If resowicf 
Is Intended.
